HE tyrannical traveller Sin, alias Ungod 
Iiness, came at last to visit an ancient cl 
c ty, which above twelve hundred yea!s ago he 
had erected, after a new and mysterious f: 
8hion, in the confines of the vast country Sen 
suality, and it is called great Babylon, 

Indeed it was high time for him to haste tc 
this city, it being the only place of security fe 
him; for there he may have a paidon, the 
Say, on easy terms, for all the villainy that he 
has done. 

But before I proceed to speak of the trade 
customs, and piiviiedges of this great city,! 
may not. be amiss to speak a little concernin! 
the situation of the place. 

Know then, that the palace, or chief Seat 0 
the king of Babylon, is built upon seven hills 
where also bath been seven sorts of goveil 
melt, 
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Also by another mark the city is distinguish- 
ed from all other cities in the world, viz, It is 
said to Reign over the kings of the earth.

But is this city Babylon indeed built upon 
Peter? Upon his person it cannot; that is ri- 
diculous to'snppose : Upon his doctrine, con- 
tession of Christ and holy example it is not; 
then it must be upon his defection: You know 
he denied his Master. O! there the founda- 
tion was laid; for the truth is, Apollyon and 
Sin raised this strange and mysterious structure 
at ol in the ruins of the outward court of the holy 
hill} city, and buitt it upon apostacy, heresy, blas- 
ven phemy, usurpation, Judaism, paganism, imperi- 
bus decrees, decretals, canons, ceremonies, tra · 
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ditions, supeistitions, and uLWwritten verities, or 
rather very lies, fi 
Moreover, the walls of the city are strong, 
which are these following: 1. Ignorance. 2. A- 
theism, 3. Sensual pleasures, honours, riches, 
4. Pardors, absol utions, indulgence inquisition, 

Blood, massacres, persecution, cruelties, fire 
aud sword, Sc. 6. Civil, ecclesiastical, and 
universal power, or- pretended supremacy over 
emperos, kings, princes, nobles, churches, and 
all nations and people of the earth. 7, Infal- 
libility. | 

It is needful also for you to know, that Sin 
hath much work to do in this place; for as he, 
by he ubtil and mysterious working and aid he 
bad from Apollyon, did first erect it; so doth 
he still vphuld, strengthen, and repair-It ;- for 
it bath in these Jatter times gone somewhat to 
dec:y, by means of the great wars thai have 
been made against it by the Lamb and his fol- 
lowers. „ .

or fraud, he can prevail; pitying no sex nor 41 
degree of people, high nar low, noble nor ig- F 
noble, rich nor poor, old nor young; for such 


is his impudence. that he zssaults the kiug on = 
the throne, as well as the beggar on the dung- tha 
hill; insomuch that he, as it is said, hath got | 
strange footing or entertainment in the courts of 10 
emperors, kings, and many other mighty ones 5 


of the earth, alluring them by his pol cy to take 
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p arms for him; And having by this means 
gathered together a vast and prodigious army, 
esolved to enter upon his last grand and main 
nterprize, which was to besiege, attack ,and 
ay desolate the holy city: which, by gracious 
rovidence, hath in these latter times been re- 
built. And now you must know, that this ar- 
my doth consist of, or is made up with people 
of diverse nations; as Turks, Tartars, Mahome- 
tans, Baby lonians, Atheists, and a multitude be- 
sides, brought out of the great country aud city 
Sensuality, with another sort of dangerous 
enemies; of which we shall speak more here- 
after. 

Never was Sin and Ungodliness raised up to 
higher pomp and grandeur than he seems at 
this time; for lo! now he is mounted on horse; 
back, as a glorious conqueror, leading the nu- 
merous hosts, like a victorious general, or com- 
mander in chief under Apollyon king of the 
bottomless pit; having thousands of thousands 
following him, with great shouts, musie of all 
sorts, and loud acclamations; crying, * Great 
is Diana of the whole world.“ 

As touching the martial or warlike order they 
march in against mount Sion; take this briefly : 

Peccatum leads the van, being himself more 
than an hundred thousand strong. 

Next to him marches Apollyon, mighty Bel- 
zebub, and Lucifer, heading three great ar- 
mies, composed of diffetent kinds; yet all cruel 
enemies to this city. 
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The first consisteth of the riches of this world, 
by which thousands have fallen. 

The second of honoursand sinful preferments, 

The third is filled up with vain delights aud 
pleasures. 

They are also called by 50 other names, 
dir. The lust of the eyes, the lust of the flesh, 
and the pride of life. 

After these, a man adorned in 1 cloth of gold, 
with a triple crown on his head, and for a 
sceptre, a brace of keys in his hand, who I take 
to be the great king of Babylon, with a glori- 
ous fetinue of c21dinals, patriarchs, bishops, 
abbots, friars, monks, nuns, seminaries, Je- 
suits, and a number more following him, with 
a great train of artillery; as merit of works, 
limbus, purgatory, pardons, indulgencies, vows 
Prayers to and for the dead, penance, holy wa: 
ter, pilgrims, auricular confession, extreme unc- 
tion, lamps, candles, torches, tapers, relicks, 
oil, salt, spittle, crucifixes, beads, holy gare 
ments, signs, gestures, canons, customs, aud 
what not besides; as blood, slaughters, mas- 
Sacres, stakes, fire and word. 

Ihen comes the Grand Signior, or the proud 
and blasphemous emperor of Turky, attended 
with his chief Mufti, and a multitude of other 
inferior priests, with their alcoran in their
